Numismatics. 


There seems to be some agitation across 
the Channel for the abelition of the half- 
crown. The reason given is that it is 
liable to be confused -with the two- 
shilling piece, and awkward mistakes in 
consequence arise. On the other hand, it 
is contended that the larger coin is a 
great favourite with visitors from the 
United States and Canada, being almost 
equal in value to half a dollar, só that 
in making purchases~they can readily 
estimate the amount in terms of their own 
currency, using the half-crown as a unit, 
Though there is a danger of confounding 
the half-crown with the florin, and mis- 
takes sometimes thus oceur, they are far 
less likely than used to be the case with 
four-penny and threé-penny~bits, which, 
as some remember, more closely resembled 
one another in size and Weight. The 
silver half-crown has been a long-time in 
circulation, having been minted as early 
as Edward VI. The gold half-crown was 
issued down to the time of Charles II. It 
is a little surprising that the silver florin 
as a two-shilling piece has a compara- 
tively brief history, having been first 
struck in the year 1849, The four-shilling 


over half a million pounds stérling. The 
florin as a gold coin goes back to a very 


about six shillings. The florin had the 
figure of a Jily stamped on it, whence it 
derived its name from the Latin flos, a 
flower. 


Che Feinaiglian Institution.

Built in 1795, Ald- 
borough House is, perhaps, the finest 
specimen of domestic architecture in 
Dublin: It was erected by the eccentric 
Lord Aldborough, who had a house in 
Great Denmark street, and never lived in 
his new mansion, which remained unoccu- 
pied until 1813, when the professor, 
having acquired the premises for oné- 
eighth their original cost, founded the 
Feinaiglian Institution, which lasted 
about twenty years.

It is Mason who nro- 
vides at Jeast half of the 81 laughs which 
the film is estimated to contain; and he 
never permits himself as much as a smile. 


Musical AWCemorv. 


The memories of musicians are a 
perpetual source of wonder to me. The 
really great artists, such as Padcrewski, 
Pachman, Kreisler, Hofmann, Godovsky 
and Backhaus, possess an apparently in- 
exhaustible stock of memorised pieces, 
and without turning a hair can “ carry 
on” four weeks without repetition. 
Himbourg’s repertoire consists of at least 
5,000 compositions. Moiseiwitsch includes 
over 40 concertos among his stock-in-trade, 
and Backhaus once admitted knowing 
hundreds of major compositions, besides 
his vast stock of concert pieces, though this 
admission had almost to be dragged out 
of that most modest of artists. I had an 
interesting experience with Backhaus once. 
Greatly daring, I begged him to play a 
small piece for me. He at once went to 
the piano, saying: ‘‘I will play you the 
Brahms Handel variations, though you 
must excuse wrong notes, sfnce I have not 
played them for years.” The resulting 
performance was masterly. Of course, 
slips are bound to occur at rare intervals, 
though they are usually so cleverly covered 
up that the audience is unaware of them 
until apprised by a merciless critic, who 
with sheaves of music has been ruthlessly 
following every note of the performance. 


An Old Public Bath.

tent—more so, perhaps, than any other city 
in the British Isles. In 1880 its popula- 
tion was only a little over two hundred 
thousand, whereas now there are almost 
half-a-million people inside its boundaries. 
During the oath tt g mentioned industry ex- 
anded, material wealth increased, great 
buildings were erected, and the city itself 
gradually encroached on the countryside. 
In the suburbs new streets and avenues, 
bordered with trees, have come into being, 
and the churches have been con- 
strainéd to follow. Long ago the rise of 
the city on the Lagan attracted attention. 
The celebrated Lord O’Hagan, who was 
twice Lord Chancellor of Ireland, said on 
one occasion that it was no vain boast to 
say that Belfast had outrun in the race 
of progress many of the proudest cities in 
the Empire, and exhibited to the world 
the spectacle of an Irish community, aided 
by no physical advantages, trusting to ‘no 
adventitious support, pampered by no 
doles from the Treasury of the State, by 
its own inherent energy and determined 
purpose exalting itself in industrial 
eminence and social importance with a 
speed almost unparalleled and a success 
beyond expectation or belief. 

The spirit that inspired that tribute still 
exists, although it has been shadowed in 
recent years by depression. The Belfast 
harbour arose out of mud-banks and slob- 
lands, becoming the main gateway of com- 
merce to Ulster, and it has grown with the 
development of the city. The tonnage of 
ships arriving at the port is steadily in- 
creasing, and this in itself seems rather 
curious in view of the general stagnation 
of trade in the province. Probably, how- 
ever, the imports of foreign products— 
many of which could be manufactured in 
Ulster—may have something to do with 
that paradoxical state of affairs. The 
Harbour Commissioners, who are business 
men blessed with vision and enterprise, are 
still enhancing the value of their property. 
At present a great scheme is in operation 
for the reclamation of sloblands, and since 
the War over 150 acres have been saved 
from the sea, For the relief of unemploy- 
ment work is still being carried on at the 
Sydenham foreshore in County Down, and 
when this portion of the undertaking is 
completed another couple of hundred acres 
will be available for the purposes of in- 
dustry. A big new dock is also being 
constructed on the Antrim side of the 
river, which in the days to come will be of 
immense benefit to shipping. 


LEGISLATIVE MEASURES. 


The Northern Parliament will resume 


its deliberations early next month. but 
very little public interest is being evinced 
in the new session. The most important 
bills to be presented appear-to be those 
dealing with the regulation of meat ex- 
be and the proper grading of fruit 
or shipping to other countries, including 
the Free State. Both these measures are 
intended to raise the standard of quality 
in Ulster products, and to enhance their 
reputation, particularly in the British 
markets. Official returns show that enor- 
mous quantities of bacon are imported 
into Great Britain, and, strangely enough, 
Ireland has only a very little share in 
that great source of wealth, although the 
conditions in this country are ideal for 
such an industry. It seems incomprehen- 
sible that small continental countries, 
with fewer natural advantages than 
Ireland, should be able to send millions 
of ewts. of bacon to England, and compete 
successfully against both Ulster and the 
Free State. 

Apparently there is a wide and profit- 
able field to be explored and captured 


for the home trade, with vision and enter- }

prise supported by scientific methods. The 
same story may be told of the fruit m- 
dustry, so far as it applies to the North. 
The Government is doing its best to 
develop and improve fruit-growing, but 
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its efforts in this direction are resented 
by a section of owners cf orchards, the 


| reason fiven being that restrictions will 


ruin their business. Proper grading, how- 
ever, ‘which prevents ‘‘topping’’ ol 
fruit-a practice condem by pur- 
chasers—can only result in improvement, 
and it is not likely that the Govérnment 
will have any difficulty in passing its bill. 


SHIPBUILDING OUTPUT. 
It is interesting to note that four vessels 


were launched from the Belfast shipbuild- 
ing yards this month, a greater number 


than was recorded for any other month of 


the present year; but it is thought that 
further orders coming along will not be 
sufficient to keep the works going to full 
capacity, at least” for some time to come. 
The total output on the Lagan for the 
last nine months has, it is gratifying to 
learn, been the greatest in tohnaga since 
1919. Altogether 21 vessels were launched, 
of which 13 were the products 6f Messrs. 
Harland and Wolff, Queen’s Island, the 
aggregate tonnage being 91,000; while 
Messrs. Workman, Clark and Co. con- 
structed eight, with a combined tonnage 
of 47,000, the grand total for both firms 
being 138,000 tons. 

For the corresponding period of last 
year Queen’s Island was responsible for 


. 62,000 tons, and Messrs. Workman, Clark 


and Co. for 45,000 tons. The largest 
vessels launched this year were the Reina 
del Pacifico, of 17, tons, which took 
the water from Messrs. Harland and 
Wolff's East Yard yesterday, and the 
Warwick Castle, of 20,000 tons, built by 
the same firm, which left Belfast yester- 
day for her preliminary sea trials. The 
San Antonio also léft yesterday. The work 
still on hand includes about ten vessels 
at, Messrs, Harland and Wolff’s finishing 
wharves, while Méssrs. Workman, Clark 
are engaged: on a whale oil refinery, a 
cargo vessel and three tankers. Everyone 
will wish continued success to the great 
shipbuilding concerns of the North. 


THE MOURNE RESERVOIR. 


According to Mr. Robert Scott, Chair- 
man of the Belfast Water Commissioners, 
the Silent Valley reservoir in the heart of 
the Mourne Mountains will not be comm- 
pleted for another three years. Mr. Scott 
also mentioned that the total cost of the 
work would be roughly about £1,250,000, 
but pointed out that the Board expected 
to gain considerable additional revenue by 
supplying water to a number of surround- 
ing towns. This is an aspect of the scheine 
which was lost sight of by critics who pre- 
dicted financial loss from the inception of 
the undertaking. The total cost was 
greatly increased by the difficulty of find- 
ing bed-rock for the foundation of the dam. 
but engineering skill overcame all 
obstacles, and a successful termination is 
now assured. 


VISIT OF MISSION SHIP. 


An interesting visitor which is en route 
for Belfast is the London Missionary 
Society’s three-masted auxiliary schooner 
John Williams V., which was launched in 
England last May, and is now paying a 
series of '' good-bye calls ’’ to vagious ports 
before sailing for the South Sea Islands. 
This is the fifth of a series of missionary 
ships, the first of which was built in 1844, 
for service in the distant isles of the 
Pacific, and they all have been named in 
honour of the famous missionary who 
sailed in the first of this notable line. 

The last ship, John Williams IV., served 
for thirty-five years, but it is now out of 
commission. The new schooner cost 
£18,000, and its duty is to convey mis- 
sionaries to and fro amongst the islands, 
to carry cargo, and to bring native children 
to the schools.: The Lord Mayor of Belfast 
and other representative citizens have been 
invited to visit the schooner to-morrow, 
and the general public also have the 
privilege of inspecting the vessel during 
her stay. She is on the eve of her de- 
parture for her far-off destination, and will 
leave here on Saturday.

THE PEDESTRIAN’S RIGHTS. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Srirn,—The plight of pedestrians in Dublin, 
which is ‘described in the letter from Bir 
Thomas Myles, is that also of pedestrians in 
all the civilised countries of the world. No- 
where does the general public seem to have 
realised the magnitude of the problem. 
Although no complete figures are available, 
the total losses in killed and injured from 
motor traffic since the war, al) over the world, 
must about equal the twenty millions casual- 
ties of the Great War. 3 

In Great Britain alone between 1,400,000 
and 1,500,000 people have been killed and 
injured since the war in road accidents, 
whereas the total British casualties during 
during the war were 24 millions. England, 
as the move densely populated country, 
suffers more severely than ireland, and last 
autumn the Pedestrians’ Association was 
formed to take steps tor defining the rights 
of pedestrians and for safeguarding them 
from further infringements, and to co-operate 
with the authorities and the organisations of 
other 1oad-users in every possible way to 
reduce the appalling daily toll of killed and 
injured, 

The Assoeiation was able to do valuable 
work in representing pedestrians’ interests 
when the Rvuad ‘Trattic Bill was under con- 
sideration, and has since been able to make 
valuable suggestions, some oí which have 
been accepted, contributing towards the safe 
use of the roads. Sir Thomas Myles’s letter 
suggests that the time is ripe for a similar 
move to be made in the Irish Free State.—

ing men, but I assure the Grain-(/rowers’ 
Association that huuting men in this and 
every other district generaily gó out of their 
way to buy oats, hay and straw from the 
farmers—otten at prices above those ruling 
locally. Instead of trying to hinder the 
hunt and its followers, farmers should do 
all to. encourage hunting. Horses and 
forage must be bought and grooms employed 
by the mati who intends to follow hounds. 
The two former mean circulation of money 
to the farmer, the latter employment to 
many. While I am on this subject of 
farmers encouraging hunting, might I be per- 
mitted to write on that ever increasin 
‘stopper of hunting,” barbéd wire? 
farm myself, and am quite aware that the 
use Of barbed wire is sometimes unavoidable. 
However, it is becoming more évident year 
by year that barbed wire ís now used as a 
universal and often unnécéssary form of 
fencing.

North-East.’’ Last year 1 was in Belfast, 
and I met an important official of the 
Northern Government, and asked him to ex- 
plain this matter. He said that Northern 
Ireland, being part of the United Kingdom, 
was entitled to grants from the British 
Treasury. As these grants were larger than 
the amount due from the land purchase 
annuities, it was arranged, merely for 
convenience, that the Northern Government 
should retain the land annuities in lieu of 
an equivalent grant from the British 
Treasury. The Northern State really pays 
the land annuities to England; for the 
amount due from Northern Ireland to 
England is deducted from the amount due 
from England to Northern Ireland. 

In the case of the Irish Free State a 
different financial arrangement was made. 
The Free State was relieved of contributions 
to imperial, expenses and war expenses, while 
the payment of the land annuities was ré- 
tained. 

There can be no question as to the obliga- 
tion of the present lendownavs in Treland to 
pay back the money advanced to them to 
purchase their holdings. Some one must pay 
the people who supplied the monéy. It was 
because the British Government guaranteed 
the payment that the money was obtained 
on terms so advantageous to the Irish 
tenants. If the Irish purchasers do not 
pay, the British taxpayer must pay. If Mr. 
de Valera can persuade him to shoulder this 
additional burden, well and good; but, until 
he voluntarily undertakes to do so, to refuse 
to pay the annuities for the benefit of those 
who lent thé money is as immoral as to 
refuse to repay money borrowed from the 
bank.—Yours, etc.,

h, A FITTING TRIBUTE. 

Che late Sir William Thompson, who was 
for many years Chairman of the Peamount 
Committee, was keenly interested in the 
development “and extension of sanatorium 
work. The committee considered that the 
most fitting tribute to his memory would be 
lo associate his name with the Peamount 
Industrial Settlement. That happy sugges- 
tion was made by the Marchioness of 
Aberdeen and unanimously adopted by the 
committee. He did not know of any project 
for the relief of human suffering that should 
make a more impressive appeal to the bene- 
volent and charitable public than the system 
inaugurated there that day. : 

AIM OF THE SCHEME. 

Dr. Varrier-Jones, seconding, thanked the 
Governor-General for coming to see the 
beginning of the work in which they were ail 
keenly interested. The scheme of treatment 
took away from the disabled that feeling 
of inferiority, ard gave them an opportunity 
of doing for themselves in a suitable environ 
ment.

CUMANN NA nGAEDHEAL 
ATTITUDE. 

A meeting of the Central Branch of 
Cumann na nGaedheal was held in the Shel- 
bourne liotel, Dublin, last night, when the 
attitude of the party to the Dublin municipal 
elections was the subject of discussion. 

Mr. P. J. Lawrence, who presided, said 
that their object was to endeavour to see 
that none but worthy citizens were elected. 
It was not their desire that politics should 
be discussed by the new Corporation, and 
they would try as far as they could to secure 
the return of capable citizens to carry on 
uiunicipal affairs. 

DR. O'HIGGINS. 

Dr O'Higgins, in an address to the 
nieeting, said that since the Free State came 
into being the attitude of Cumann na 
nixaedheal, always had been one of non- 
in‘erference with local elections or municipal 
afiairs, but when they examined the situation 
in Dublin and saw that individual candidates 
could not ‘reasonably bé expected to stand 
up. against the weight of a political machine 
and that the absence of Cumann na 
nGaedheal from the municipal elections 
would mean a walk-over for political candi- 
dates. backed up by a political machine, they 
looked round to see if any group of respon- 
sible citizens would come forward who would 
agree to pledge themselevs to bar party 
nolitics Jrom the municipal council chamber, 
and they were satisfied when such a group 
came forward that they would adyise all 
supporters of the Government in Ireland to 
support decent citizenship and fall into line 
Lehind such a group of men 

The Greater Dublin Constitutional group 
complied with all these demands, and included 
many members of that organisation or men 
known to them. A mean form of propaganda 
hy their political opponents was the whisper- 
ing around the city that the group included 
men who were not of the religion of the 
majority of the people of the country. They 
made no apology to anyone for this, hecause 
they stood by Griffith’s policy of “ Fair play 
for minorities ”’ 

THE DESTRUCTION OF THE STATE. 

There was ne difference on the major issues 
between the policies of Fianna Fail, Labour, 
or revolutionary parties now seeking election, 
because the propelling force behind them was 
the destruction of the State. The Free State 
aiffered from Britain, America, and every 
other country in that the main Opposition 
party was definitely an anti-State party. They 
were utilising the elections with the intention. 
if elected, of paralysing the municipal govern 
ment of the city. They would make the 
Council Chamber another platform for Fianna 
Fail propaganda They looked upon every

ability and a stake in the country, and no 
outlook hut the welfare of the country. 

Mr. Fintan Fitzpatrick, who seconded the 
motion, said that it was with reluctance that 
the party supporting the Government entered 
into activities in connection with the muni 
cipal elections, but they were faced with the 
duty of doing so because it was openly de 
clared that their political opponents were 
nominating candidates who were definitely 
nledged to their views. and the only reason 
why the Cumann na nGaedheal party were 
supporting certain candidates was to see tha! 
politics would stav out of the Council 
Chamber, and that the men who were re- 
turned would confine themselves entirely to 
the business before them. If the voters did 
not attend to the return of these men that 
would certanly hélp to damage the work 
that the Government would have to do in the 
coming year.

"“ Dear Str,—The report of the Lambeth 
Conference, whrch was published last 
month, has now been before the Church 
and the world for a period long enough 
to convince. its readers that it deals with 
matters of supreme importance at the 
present time. 

“ We wish to impress upon the clergy 
of the Church of Ireland the duty of 
examining it with careful attention. 
While it is true that the Lambeth Con- 
ference possesses no legislative or 
administrative power, its pronouncements 
upon ,the urgent questions of the day, 
made after long and grave consideration, 
must surely carry weight with all 
Christian people, and especially with the 
members of the Churches which were 
represented . t the Conference. 

““ We do not ask the clergy to read in 
full to their concregations the various 
documents included in the report, though, 
indeed, some may think well to do so. 
Ve think that these documents are such 
that: they demand patient study rather 
than mere publication. A more generally 
useful method of bringing their contents 
before the Church at large would seem to 
us to be the selection of a series of topics 
from the e1.cyclical and the reports of 
committees, and the presentation of these 
as subjects of sermons or lectures. 

“ We think also that local conferences 
or discussions dealing with such subjects 
and presenting the statements and resolu- 
tions contained in the report would be very 
valuable. 

““ We commend to the careful attention 
of our people the six reports .of committees 
on pages 63 to 200. .These reports, though 
not having the authority of the Conference, 
but only that of the committees which 
prepared them, are informative documents 
of great importance, without which i. is in 
some cases impossible fully to understand 
the meaning or bearing of the authoritative 
resolutions passed upon the subjects with 
which they deal. 

‘** We hope that a copy of the Conference 
report—price 2s. 6d.—will find its way into 
a very large number of honies of members 
of the Church of Ireland, as well as into 
parochial or other libraries and institutes.

WARSPITE IN ACTION. 
-» Later. 

Warspite has just put in her firing at a 
battle practice target, and had a gale in 
which to do it. When action stations were 
ordered the wind was north-west and seas 
high and foam streaked the ships. 
Secondary armament was to have first 
shoot. 

Warspite’s course was altered repeatedly. 
When the order was given: ‘* Starboard 
battery load,” the wind was right across 
our range. Miles away in the grey reek 
of the gale the sloop, Snap Dragon, pitch- 
ing dizzily, was towing the oblong target 
on a thousand yards cable. | 

““ Alarm starboard ”. was. rapped out. 
Moments followed of sharp orders and re 
sponses, as bélow us the guns were trained. 
Then came the chief gunnery officer's com- 
mara. “ Shoot,’’ and the salvoes roared. 
With the flash and thunder of each gun 
there was a tremor through the ship, and 
seconds afterwards, watching the target, 
you saw a great splash where the pro- 
jectiles struck. After each flash came the 
voice of the observing officer and his in- 
strument. 

THE PORT GUNS. 

Again Warspite manceuvred. She was 
bringing her port guns to bear. The gale 
Was worsening, and one could only hope 
that the men in the humble, useful little 
Snap Dragon were enjoying the_ circus. 
They kept the target moving as Warspite’s 
port battery showed what it could do; after 
that there was a merciful interval of quiet. 

The distance between battleship and 
target was being lengthened for her biggest 
guns. I was advised: ‘‘ Keep your mouth 
open to save your ear-drums. They always 
come in useful.” I plugged in cotton wool 
and kept fecling to make sure the howling 
gale had not blown it away, or my head as 
well. 

Strong voices above the racket of the 
weather gave orders about the targets. 
There was not long to wait, “ Enemy in 
sight—report when ready,’’ and soon after, 
‘Shoot,’’ There was lightning, a head- 
rocking roar—the first gun had fired. The 
officers calmly carried on. 


A WEIRD EXPERIENCE. 

The sound of human voices between the 
thundering seemed to sum up the marvels 
of man’s control over such force. Out by 
the target, now hard for the.untrained eye 
to see in the mist, each shot sent upa high 
spout of sea, which the gale whirled away 
in a smother of foam that sometinies hid 
the target altogether. , - á 

There was the weird experience, obtained 
after several attempts, of seeing One of the 
projectiles in its trajectory—a flying. ton 
of inetal. 

For some time more the practice went 
on, and one imagincd the men in the 
turrets working in cool discipline, with the 
fierce clang and thud of the loading 
machinery between the discharges, though 
they themselves say. that. the report is 
heard less inside the turret than outside.

AUSTRALIA’S HOPES. 


NO DESIRE TO SECEDE, 

Australia’s hopes in the forthcoming 
Imperial Conference were discussed by Mr. 
J. H. Scullin,-Prime Minister, in an inter- 
view with the Press. Association yesterday. 
“ So far as the Imperial Conference is con- 
cerned}’’ hé said, “ thé agenda is, as.nsual, 
very lengthy, but I think that the import- 
ance of the work to be accomplished will lie 
largely in the economic and constitutional 
spheres. To-day full equality of status as 
between the Dominions and Great Britain 
is explicitly and definitely recognised. Our 
tas. will be to clear away the dead wood 
of arehaic legal: forms, and ensure thar 
constitutional theory is brought inw: har- 
mony with constitutional practize 

“The. people. of Australia desire to 
maintain the strength of the ties of friend- 
ship that bind together the great family 
of the British Commonwealth of Nations, 
and at the same time to ensure: their 
elasticity, We do not. regard our right to 
secede as a challenge, and.we are not 
desirous of exercising it; therefore we are 
making no deciarations. We believe that 
the right exists. We do not want to secede. 
We want to keep up the connection... That 
is why we: have: made no declarations. 


“TRADE EXPANSION. 

“Of immediate and practical import- 
ance are the questions of production, 
development and trade. Trade is the 
cement that binds more closely the whole 
fabric of kinship in our British family 
We are a young nation with a great 
future. In common with other Dominions, 
we have an imperative need of markets for 
our primary and other products. Great 
Britain, too, is in urgent need of expan- 
sion of her export trade. We are hoping 
that, as a vesult of our discussions, trade 
arrangements of mutual advantage will se 
entered into, having a lasting effect on 
the whole future of the British Common- 
wealth.’’ 

Discussing Australia's domestic prob- 
lems, Mr. Scullin stated :—‘* We can build 
up Australian industries, and still leave 
a large field fer co-operation with Great 
Britain in regard to other imports which 
are now coming from foreign countries, 
from outside of the Empire. The present 
tariffs are not permanent. Our preference 
is for the extension of ‘trade within the 
Empire. 3 

“The attitude of Australia towards 
emigration is that, when we are able to 
absorb people from Great Britain, we are 
very glad to welcome them to our shores. 
The feeling is that it is not sound policy 
artificially to stimulate emigration by 
assisting it at a time when we have a 
serious unemployment problem in Australia. 
Our unemployment figure is about 


180,000.”’ 


NEW ZEALAND'S VIEW. 


INTER-IMPERIAL TRADE. 

The Hon, G. W. Forbes, Prime Minister 
of New Zealand, arrived in London. last 
night for the Conference. 

“ We attend the Conference in the most 
helpful spirit,” he said. ‘‘ New Zealand 
has never pressed for any material altera- 
tion in its constitutional] relations. with 
the mother country, but, we recognise that 
these questions are of deeper concern to 
the other nations. We shal] endeavour, 
as far as lies in our power, to do every- 
thing possible to promote the unity of the 
Commonwealth. 

“I think that this. Conference is 
generally expected to take some definite 
step towards closer economic relations, 
and that unless we find ourselves able to 
arrive at some agreed and effective policy 
we shall not have justified the high ex- 
nectations that are entertained.

HERR HITLER’S | 
INDISCRETION. 


ITS EFFECT ABROAD. 


In an editorial article The Times_of 
to-day observes:—Herr Hitler and his 
Nazis have availed themselves of a unique 
opportunity for public advertisement 
They have taken advantage of the trial 
of three subalterns on charges of treason- 
able activities before’ thé Supreme Court 
of the Reich to deliver a series of speeches 
from the witness-box which are clearly 
addressed to other ears than those of the 
presiding judge and his colleagues. Their 
evidence for the defence has taken the 
form of a comprehensive. countér-attack. 
They have delivered a series of onslaughts 
upon the Constitution of the Reich and 
upon the international agreements im- 
posed upon and accepted by its repre- 
sentatives as consequences of a disastrous 
war, from the Treaty of Versailles to the 
Young Plan. | 
Herr Hitler’s harangue yesterday was the 
culmination of this oratorical offensive. 


|He had a good deal to say—about the 


evils of democracy, the infection of the 
German people by. internationalism and 
“ pacifism,’’ and the failure of the. party 
system—which his German audiences have 
heard before, and which does not parti- 
cularly interest. foreign opinion. But his 
references to the peace treaties can hardly 
be disregarded abroad. Granted: that his 
party represents a thultitude oí discon- 
tents rather than a single constructive 
aim, and that its sudden access to strenath 
is the product of temporary economic dis- 
tress and juvenile impatience, the fact 
remains that it. has just polled. over 


‘6,000,000 votes, and is the second strongest 


party in the new Reichstag. 
DREAMING OF REVOLUTIONS. 


To the German politicians who believed 
that the responsibilities of leadership of 
the strongest. party in the Opposition—to 
say nothing of hope of eventual participa- 
tion in a Coalition Government—would 
impose some yestraint upon Herr Hitler, 
his speech will be a sad disappointment. 
Wild talk of “heads rolling in the sand '' 
and of the ‘‘smashing’’ and evasion of 
treaties does not encourage any such hope. 
The discovery that Herr. Hitler stands 
where he -did, dreaming of executions, 
revolutions and repudiations, may, indeed, 
prove to be salutary. Members of the 
parties of the Centre who have played 
with the idea of a Coalition with the 
Nazis will, at least, know to what such 
an alliance would commit them. They 
dislike the treaties—that ‘goes ‘with- 
out savyiny—but they cannot fail to 
realise that the entry of these dangerous 
romantics into a German Government 
could have nothing but a disastrous effect 
upon the foreign relations and upon the 
finances of the Reich. 

For the. present, however, Herr Hitler’s 
speech is likely to give rise to ridicule, 
adds The Times, and, perhaps, to a 
certain irritation rather than to any real 
alarm outside Germany. There is no 
reason to believe that more than a few 
of the officers of the Reichswehr have 
been influenced’ by his ‘propaganda: The 
President's prestige and his ‘commanding 
influence over the Army are not likely to 
be shaken by a few indisciplined voung 
men. He has made it clear that he is as 
resolutely opposed to any interference of 
its officers in politics as he is hostile to 
any attempt to subvert the Constitution 
or to lead the German nation into 
dangerous foreign adventures. 
siderations rule out the possibility of a 
snecessful pwufs on the part of the 
Nazis. whose armed gangs are chiefly for- 
midable to their Communist rivals.

UNANIMOUS CALL 
FOR ECONOMY. 


DRASTIC CHANGES 
‘NEEDED. 
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A FREE TRADE 
SUGGESTION. 


Sir Walter Raine, President of the 
Association of British Chambers of Com- 
merce, addressing the autumnal meeting 
of the Association at Birmingham yester- 
day, suggested :that-there should be regular 
assemblies of the nations comprising the 
British Commonwealth to increase our 
volume of trade. 

“ We are. of course.” he said, “ aware 
of the difficulties of some of our sister 
nations, such as Australia, in consequence 
of which free trade within the Empire may 
be impracticable for a long time, but there 
is little doubt that without-asking for free 
trade at present a great amount of good 
work could be accomplished by constant 
touch with one another. 


FOREIGN TARIFFS. 

“We can make up our minds, if we have 
not already done so, that the foreigner has 
no intention of lowering his tarnff walls 
until he is absolutely forced to. 

““In spite of their difficulties, our 
Colonies are stretching out their hands to 
us. Why not sit down periodically with 
our kith and kin, and by discussion arrive 
at conclusions which will help to increase 
our volume of trade.” 


UNEMPLOYMENT. . 

In a reference to unemployment 
Walter said: “ There is no doubt we are 
sufiering from a very severe slump. The 
national income is at the present time con- 
trolled more by our capacity for consump- 
tion’ than for production. Any com- 
mercial traveller will. fervently afhrm that 
what we need is more buyers. So far as 
the outlook is concerned there is really 
nothing about which one can be exactly 
cheerful. What is undoubtedly required 
is a renewal of confidence. Probably the 
cheapness of money may be the means 
before long of causing the wheels of in- 
dustry to move again.”’ 

Sir Waiter said that the increasing nse 
of machinery had caused to spring up a 
huge army of unemployed, and even if 
trade were at the very best, it was very 
problematical if many of them would ever 
be employed again. It was an aspect of 
trade and to-day’s conditions that there 
was an ever-increasing fendency to seek 
for something for nothing. It was a re- 
grettable fact that that had become the 
spirit of the age. 


IN A FOOL’S PARADISE. 

“ We are living in a fool s paradise. 
Unless there beiore very 
long we will somé day, in the near future, 
and quite suddenly, awaken to the naked 
truth that we will have to alter drastic- 
ally our methods without further delay. 
I ieel that we in this country have gone 
far beyond the limit of safety with reyard 
t> social services and general conditions 
in comparison W.th our neighbours, 

‘If the position should become 
more acute, we shall that our 
successiul continental neighbours will 
have more resources on wuich to draw 
than we, because, according to the theory 
ot many people, we have been living on 
capital to a certain extent for some con- 
siderable time. At any over two 
million people unemployed living on the 
country which draws its income from 
industry is a very serious menace to our 
well-being. 


WHAT THE NATION WANTS. 
“In spite all these factors, 
are militating against trade, you 
people seriously advocaitng less 
hours, more holidays and more pay.

THE SCHOOL-LEAVING AGE. 
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The Conference passed, with only ona 
dissentient, a resolution © asking the 
Government to postpone for a reasonable 
period a proposal to raise the school- 
leaving age.

ADDRESS BY PROFESSOR 
"FULLERTON, 


CONFERENCE AND THE 
DISEASE. 
M— ' —— 


(From Our BELFAST CORRESPONDENT.) 
NEWCASTLE, Thursday. 

- The annual conference of Irish Rotary 
clubs, which is being attended by members 
from Dublin, Belfast, Londonderry, Cork and 
. Limerick, was continued this morning in the 
Slieve Donard Hotel, Newcastle. 

_ The conference opened at 10.15 a.m. with 
an address by Professor Andrew Fullerton, 
C.B., C.M.G. (Belfast), President of the 
Association of British Surgeons, on “ An 
Unsolved Problem.' The unsolved problem 
which he wished to discuss, he said, was the 
problem of cancer, which was occupying a 
great deal of public attention. It had been 
estimated that in the last twenty years the 
genéral death-rate had fallen aoe cent., 


tuberculosis death-rate 38 per cent. In the 
case of cancer, on the other hand, so far 
from any decrease, the death-rate had in- 
creased. by per cent. ‘That was a 
state ..of affairs which the best brains 
of the Empire. were. to-day endeavouring 
to investigate and, if possible, remedy. 
This . - deplorable increase in the 
mortality’ from cancer had occurred, notwith- 
standing ‘the fact that more people than ever 
were being cured of cancer. [t was neces- 
sary "to emphasise the fact that cancer could 
he cured if recognised early and resolutely at- 
tacked. ' 
THE CANCER QUACK. 

Operations were performed to-day of an 
extent and magnitude impossible in the pre- 
anmgthetic and pre-antiseptic days with a low 
rate oí .Mortality-and a freedom from re- 
currence which encouraged the surgeon to 
press for earlier recognition of the disease, 
and the stamping out of that bane of society— 
the cancer quack. 

““How often have weseen valuable time 
lost. and lives .sacrificed,’’she proceeded, ‘‘ by 

tions and pastes administered by the 
ignorant and pretentious. quacks, whose 
victims are too often encouraged and be 
trayed by announcements and descriptions of 
so-called cures in the daily Press. I would 
urge” Yéesporisible~ journalists to exert their 
great influence to put a stop to this evil. 
Every individual in this country, however 

or, can command expert advice, and there 
Is, therefore, no excuse for these pernicious 
practices to continue.’’ 
CAN BE ERADICATED. 

Although they had to admit that cancer of 
certain types and in ¢értain situations was, so 
far as present knowledge went, an incurable 
disease, they knew that in some instances it 
could be prevented, and that very frequently, 
indeed, if recognised early and dealt with by 
modern methods of treatment, it might be 
completely:and permanently eradicated. 

Another way by which,.they might grapple 
with the problem wag to encourage in every 
way the research which was being carried 
out’ by scientific men all over the world, 
At times they seemed’ to be almost on the 
verge of a great discovery, but the elusive 
secret bafiled the earnest pursuer. Cancer 
was. always at first a local disease, but the 
time it remained local varied according to 
the type of the disease and the situation. 
This localisation, in the early stages, was 
their greatest hope. . 

RECOGNISING EARLY SYMPTOMS. 

Traming and more training to recognise 
the earliest symptoms were essential if they 
were to seize the golden opportunity. afforded 
by this hope Bancar was more liable to 
fix upon a diseased or damaged organ than 
upon a healthy one. For this reason it was 
essential to keep fit and to avoid unnecessary 
damage to the body. 

Professor Fullerton said that there were 
cértain popular ideas on the occurrences of 
cancer which required correction to avoid un- 
necessary apprehension in the public mind. 
Careful study of a large mass of statistics 
gave no ground for the belief that there was 
a hereditary pre-disposition to cancer, and 
the fact that. one person in seven over the 
age of thirty died from cancer must be con- 
sidered. Sometimes these deaths were 
crowded together in one family, but, taking 
many generations into consideration. it would 
be found that. there were corresponding 
periods cf ffeadom from the disease. 

_. NO “CANCER HOUSES.” 

Neither could it be asserted that certain 
articles. of diet increased the liability to 
cancer or prevented it from appearing. 
Another belief difficult to refute was that 
‘cancer houses ” or “cancer districts ” 
existed. Although there were striking 
stances of the occurrence of frequent cases 
of cancer in certain houses or certain 
districts, there was not sufficient proof that 
the oceurrence of cancer in a house rendered 
‘he inhabitants of that house more liable 
than others to contract the disease. The 
same held good with regard to districts. He 
also refuted the belief that cancer was an 
infectious or contagious disease, and 
instanced the case of surgeons and nurses, 
whe were continually handling cases ot 
cancer. esearch workers also refute the 
possibility of infection. Cancer in its early 
stages might be quite painless. It was 
possible for an individual to have cancer and 
vet appear to be in perfect health. It was 
only in the later stages that constitutional! 
symptoms appeared, and the patient began 
gradually, or rapidly, to lose colour, weight, 
appetite, and energy. Knowledge of these 
facts might prevent many disasters 

TREATMENT OF THE DISEASE. 

Dealing with the treatment of the disease, 
Professor Fullerton said that the only hope- 
ful method of dealing with cancer was to 
remove it while it was a docal disease. In 
the case of. cancer affecting the skin and 
fongue, treatment by A-rays and radium had 
produced brilliant results. Different forms of 
cancer varied in their malignancy and 
in their sensitiveness to radiation, 
cither from X-rays or radium, so that the 
surgeon and the radiologist. must be in close 
collaboration to determine the best method to 
be adopted in an individual case. Scientific 
men were busily engaged at the moment in 
various departments‘of research, in the hope 
.of producing something less drastic than 
operation for the relief or cure of cancer. 

The problem. of cancer, he declared in con- 
clusion, was one crying for solution. The 
outlook was not so hopeless as was generally 
believed, and every yeat that passed in- 
creased their knowledge and their resources, 


so that. they might, perhaps, look forward to 


a time wheftt*the mortality from this dread 
disease might fall into line with that of other 
diseases, which were slowly, but surely, being 
conquered by medical science. 

: HOPES OF SOLUTION. 

The President, Dr. George G. Lyttle, said 
Dr. Fullertor, had brought their knowledge 
of the cancer problem up to date. 

Dr. Livingstorte, Vice-Chancellor of Queen's 
University, Belfast, proposing a vote of 
thanks to Professor Fullerton, said that the 
Professor was a justification of Queen’s 
University. 

Dr. Fannin (Dublin), in seconding, said

VOCATIONAL SERVICE. 

Mr. Joseph Donaghy, Londonderry Club, 
in a paper upon *‘ Vocational Service—its re- 
lation to the Club and the individual mem- 
ber,” said that one of the best ways by 
which Rotary could justify, in the public eye, 
its peculiar method of membership by the 
dáil classification was that at the club 
meetings frequent opportanities be given to 
individual members to show how their own 
particular vocation gave service to the com- 
munity, and how it could be improved to 
that end. 

Mr.Fred M. Summerfield (Dublin), discuss- 
ing the paper, said they should endeavour to 
get representative men from each vocation in 
Rotary. 

Mr. Charles E. McGloughlin (Dublin) said 
papers upon vocation all tended in the one 
direction—-the making of efforts to give ser- 
vice to the community. He did not quarrel 
with that, but he thought they should also 
educate the community to appreciate the work 
of the vocations. 

Mr. George J. T. Clampett (Dublin) 
\thought a definite effort should be made in 
the clubs to educate the members as to 
exactly their job in regard te vocational edu- 
cation. | 

Dr. Fannin (Dublin) thought the word 
‘* calling ’’ indicated the ideals of Rotary 
better than “ vocation.’’ They should aim 
hot merely at getting the biggest men in any 
calling, but the best men who would make the 
clubs better clubs by their presence.

(Ireland), Ltd., Burgh quay, Dublin, be 
accepted at £55,018 6s. for the reconstruction 
of Butt Bridge, subject to the. formalities 
required by the engineer and law agent being 
complied with. i :

'The. Chairman thought that they ought, to 
confirm the recommendation of the Finance 
Committee, uniess any member wished to 
raise any question. 

Mr. William Field said that it was very 
gratifying to have a firm in Dublin carrying 
out the contract and giving employment in 
the city. The work would be carried out in 
good time—before the Eucharisic Congress. 

Mr. William Hewat thought that it was 
very satisfactory that at last they were start- 
ing to do this work. It was very necessary, 
and would be an enormous improvement to 
the city. 

Mr. T. R. McCullagh said that the tender 
was well within the mark. In the evidence 
given before the Dail Committee, the 
estimated cost was £58,000.

GHAIRMAN’S STATEMENT. 

The Chairman said that now that the ‘con- 
tract had been approved, he wished to say 
that this was a matter to which they gave 
a great deal of thought—the control of 
traffic in the City of Dublin. It should be 
ciearly understood by them all, and by the 
public generally, that traffic in Dublin had 
increased enormously in recent years, and it 
had been the object of the Board for a long 
time to improve Butt Bridge, but they 
found on various occasions that they could 
not do what they wanted. However. that 
was old history now. They had to promote a 
bill in the Dail to have it brought forward 
in a business-like way, and considered most 
carefully by all the interests concerned. 
That, he thought they would admit, had been 
done by all the public bodies in. the. city, 
by the Government and by that Board. 
They had a great deal of opposition,. and 
rightly so—everyone had the right “to 
criticise—but the Board stuck to their. point 
and stuck to the bill, and he was glad to 
say the bill was passed. 

REMOVING CONGESTION, 

They had many critics in the city who 
did not see eye to eye with them. They had 
the public Press in the same way. Still, 
after megotiations with all the interests con- 
cerned, the bill was approved. They had the 
very .able assistance of their engineer, Mr. 
Mallath, and associated with him they had 
Professor Purcell, and, in spite of all argu- 
ments, these two gentlemen justified the posi- 
tion they adopted from the start. He hoped 
and believed that this contract would be 
completed in a satisfactory manner, and that 
they would have an excellent bridge. He 
believed that the bridge would afford im- 
mense facilities to the city, and that it 
would do away with congestion, if not alto- 
gether, at all events nearly so, and that it 
would he a credit to the city. 

The names of the other firms who ten- 
dered, and the amounts of the tenders, were 
not disclosed at the meeting. 


FINAL MEETING OF 
DRAINAGE BOARD. 
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TRIBUTE PAID TO THE 
CHATRMAN.

The final meeting of the Blackrock and 
Kingstown Main Drainage Board was held 
ai the Town Hall, Dun Laoghaire, Mr. J. M. 
Devitt presiding. Also present: Messrs. 
Smyth, Kerslake, Quinlan, Downey and 
McKernan. 

Arrangements were made for the transfer 
on the appointed day of the assets and 
liabilities of the Board to the new Borough 
Council. 

A vote of thanks to the Chairman was 
proposed by Councillor Smyth (Dun 
Laoghaire}, who stated that Mr. Devitt had 
held the chairmanship without a break for 
more than seven years, and during that 
tine had the satisfaction of having the entire 
system of sewage disposal in the Blackrock 
and Dun Laoghaire districts remodelled on 
up-to-date lines by the installation of auto- 
matic electrical machinery at a cost of about 
£7,000. A remarkable feature of the change 
was that the scheme was carried through 
without any increased levy on the consti- 
tutent districts, the drainage rates on which 
had been considerably reduced within the 
period of Mr. Devitt’s chairmanship. He 
(Mr. Smyth) was a member of many public 
bodies, in none of which did he see more | 
harmony and efhciency than that which 
characterised the deliberations of the Main 
Urainage Board. 


A WELL-MERITED TRIBUTE. 

Mr. Quinlan (Blackrock), seconding, said 
the vote was thoroughly well merited. The 
work of the Drainage Board had been viewed 
with great satisfaction by the inhabitants of 
the area he represented.

The Chairman, replying, stated that his 
work had been much lessened by reason of 
the harmonious relations which had always 
existed between the members of the Board, 
and the manver in which the members from 
the two districts had co-operated in improv- 
mg the drainage system for the whole area 
served by the Board He paid a tribute 
to the officials of the Board, and particu- 
larly to Mr. Dowdy, who, as secretary and 
accountant, had done so much to place the 
finances of the Board in a secure position, 
and. whose courtesy and attention at all 
times had merited the highest approval of 
the members.

Mr. Frank Thompson, Cork Club, read a 
paper upon * Rotary’s Obligation to the Com- 
munity.

Naas 
was very clear on one point—that only work 
that was not being done by another organisa- 
tion should be attempted. Rotarans in- 
dividually might assist such bodies, but 
Rotary’s purpose was to suggest, initiate and 
co-operate with outside interests for any 
worthy project. 

Dr. Lavingstone, Queen’s University, urged 
that Rotary should take an interest in town- 
planning and the beautifying of their cities. 
fo have beautiful cities, fine buildings, and 
good lay-out was certainly a good form of 
public wealth, and one of the things they 
ought to desire for the community. 

My. Wilfrid Andrews, President, Rotary 
International, expressed the view that Rotary 
should endeavour to head public opinion. .At 
present mass public opinion was holding back 
progress. 

At the dinner Mr. Arthur R. A. Barnett, 
President of the Limerick Club, presided, jn 
the absence of Mr. Frank Daly, President of 
the Cork Club, who is in England.

| LIVERPOOL, Thureday. 

Mr, William Patton, trade representative of 
the Irish Free State, in response to complaints 
respecting the quality of eggs received on the 
ME FE PY market from the Irish Free State, 
attended a meeting of Liverpool importers 
held here to-day, in order to hear the griev- 
ances that are being put forward. The meet- 
ing, which was presided over by Mr. John 
Newall, was convened in the hope that it 
might result in an improvement on the part 
of those who, it is contended, are responsible 
for the unsatisfactory state of affairs. 

The Chairman said. that importers had 
reason to complain bitterly about the large 
quantity of bad eggs being sent to Liverpool! 
from Ireland, especially during the last three 
months. In that period, he asserted, the 
regulations governing the Irish packing 
stations had been carried out in a worse way 
than at any previous time. In his view this 
was the result of there being a totally in- 
adequate staff for the exercise of proper super- 
vision over the existing system of ‘control. 

“ SOMETHING MUST BE DONE.” 

A general discussion followéd, in which it 

was stated that the merchants were in entire 
agreement that something would have to be 
done to remedy a state of things that had 
become intolerable. 
_ Several speakers recommended an increase 
in the number of inspectors at the packing 
stations, so that” thare could. be more 
thorough inspection of the eggs; that real care 
should be taken to, see that the eggs were 
of good Lagat and that that duty should 
wy be left until the eggs got to the quay- 
side. 

Another suggestion made was that improve- 
ment might. be secured if the. Free State 
authorities authorised surprise »vigits.-by the 
inspectors to the packing station§, as it was 
quite evident that the regulations were “not 
being observed. i ir we 

SIX COUNTIES EGGS BETTER. 

It was further stated, “as having some 
bearing upon the présent situation, that 
Danish and Dutch eggs*are nów coming iito 
Liverpool of a better quality than Irish, ahd 
packed in a much more satisfactory wéy; 
also that eggs from the North of Ireland “are 
realising approximately 20s, a hundred, as 
compared wiih 16s a hundred for those from 
area pri Á the Reema goa being 
attributed to the better quality bí the eggs 
received from: Ulster. - cis Si ; . 

The meeting urged the Free State Govern- 
ment and exporters of eggs to give the matter 
their most careful attention, in the interests 
of egg producers in that -corttitry.

Solicitor. The late Council also instructed 
Mr. Browne to take legal steps to contest the 
validity of the Minister's sealed order ap- 
pointing Mr. Quinlan as solicitor.

THE NORTH: DUBLIN SEA- 
BOARD. 

Mr. T. J. Geary, of ‘“‘ Melrose.”’ Sutton, 
writes —As Chairman of the Provisional 
Committee of the North Dublin Coastal 
Development Movement, a member of the 
Metropol:tan Marine Lake Conference 
(recently formed, at the instance of the 
Metropolitan Regatta Council), and Chairman 
of the late Urban District Council of Howth, 
I would like, with your permission, to place 
certain important. issues before voters in next 
week's municipal elections. 

The new City of Dublin covers only one 
stretch of seaboard, which extends along 
about five miles*from °Fairview, ‘through 
Clontarf and Dellymount, to the beundary 
of Howth Urban..District..Council at Kil- 
harrack. Except at high tide the entire fore- 
shore is either a dirty and forbidding slob- 
land or an equally unattractive collection of 
evil-smelling seaweed, and.other deposits. 
Between Dolvmeunt and Sutton raw sewage 
is discharged on the foreshores. 

With the exception of “a few small local 
improvements the: entire coast line remains 1n 
the primitives condrtiom. of fifty -vears ago. 
Large stretches of reads on sea frontage are 
dangerously narrow, and their. adjoining 
honses and gardens frequently flooded during 
high tides or westerly winds. Rahény, and 
its adioining portions of Howth road, on 
which many new houses are now being built, 
is without either public water supplies or 
sewerage services. 

NORTHERN OUTLET TO THE SEA. 

While these primitive conditions bave been 
allowed to prevail all along the. northern 
coast line populations of miany thousands of 
citizens have emigrated during the last few 
vears to immediately adjoining districts In 
Clontarf, Killester, Marino and Donnycarney, 
and to the couticuons areas in Drumcondra, 
Glasnevin ‘and Cabra. For stich people the 
northern shores of Dublin are the natural and 
convenient outlets to the sea. Modern transport 
has accelerated the outward movement, bring- 
ing such points as Dollymount, Sutton and 
Portmarnock within twopenny or sixpenny 
‘bus or tram rides fromthe North tide of 
the city. Yet, the beach from Dollymount 
to Sutton remains a swamp, bathing and 
boating facilities at Sutton do not exist. 
and the “ Velvet Strand ” at Portmarnock 
is an immediate danger to public health, 
while its surroundings daily become more 
and more a disgrace to civilisation. 

These are but a few of the outstanding 
defects and dangers of a district, which it 
now. becomes a primary duty of the new 
Corporation of Dublin (in some cases og its 
own behalf, and in other cases in co-operation 
with the new County Council or the Howth 
U.D.C.) to find remedies for. 

INEXPENSIVE DEVELOPMENT. 

Fortunately, the approaches to the 
Northern foreshores, unlhke those between 
Merrion and Killiney, are not obstructed 
by railway lines. ‘They are open and only 
await prudent and inexpensive development. 
But if they are to be neglected by the new 
City Council, as Dollymount was for thirty 
vears by the old Corporation and County 
Council, great opportunities will either be 
totally lost or so long deferved.as to be 
impossible of proper treatment. ! 

; therefore, ake the present opportunity 
to ask voters to give their support to such 
candidates as show that they are fully alive 
to the possibilities of North coastal develop- 
ment, and mean definitely to use their 
authority, if elected, to press forward not 

with the proposed Metropolitan Marine
